As  soon  0.S  l.inroln  was  nomiiialoil  for 
the  prosiiloni-v.  Mr.  Mill  took  hi.s  oninora 
from  (lah'.sburi;  to  SprinRfidil  uiid  sicumi 
four  iioKiilivos  of  Ibo  oumliilatc.  Some 
years  uftorwanl  Iho  pliotoRrii|ihor  ox- 
iMTU'iioisI  a Arc  in  wliieli  ho  lust  his  entire 
sliH'k  of  negatives  ninl  nearly  all  of  his 
prints  as  well.  Forlnnntoly  .•anno  cib- 
euriK-il  priiil.s  staokod  in  the  wiHwI-shnl 
esoa|Hsl  the  fire.  Auuaig  them  was  u 


print  from  one  of  the  four  Linouin  nega- 
tives. Mr.  Hill  ctierishoii  that  old  print, 
mill  now  in  lii.s  odvanrod  old  age  ho  has 
ciiuseil  the  fadeil  nnd  diseulorcd  back- 
ground to  Ih-  hloekod  in.  leaving  every 
line  and  .shadow  of  tin-  origiinil  portrait 
imtoiiehod.  The  result  U a splendid 
photograph,  differonl  from  lliv  Hejlor, 
the  llraily  and  tlio  others  taken  in 
ISlill,  yet  it  is  Liiieoln  tlirongli  and 
Ihniu  gh. 

Tlii.v  achievement  has  liruught  Inn 
joys  to  the  nonugeiiariaii  pliotograplier. 
It  lias  (lorniillod  him  lo  a<hl  his  own 
kiiul  of  a moiuinient  to  the  man  whom 
ho  eoiints  the  groalosi  .•kmorican;  nod 
lie  has  also  found  that  the  sale  of  the 
photographs  is  to  help  him  to  snpjHirt 
tiim.self  long  after  Ills  work  as  an  Doti\k‘ 
photographer  has  ceased. 

Mr  Hill  tells  the  following  interesting 
story  of  one  of  Ins  Lincoln  negatives; 

"I  iviinled  lo  get  one  pioliirc  of  the 
entire  Kguro.  so  I askisl  him  to  sit  in  a 
eliair.  I shall  never  forget  hmv  he  luoketl. 
He  had  on  svliile  trousers,  a sort  of  figiireil 
silk  vest,  and  a Imig,  lilaekcont  that  iiiing 
down  about  the  chair  in  irregular  folds. 


He  crossed  lies  logs,  and  as  I wu  aslpist- 
ing  the  camera  I rould  .see  the  kius?  of  the 
left  leg  projecting  Ijeyond  Hint  of  the 
right  leg  erossed  on  lop  of  it.  That 
certainly  showed  me  that  he  had  long, 
lean  legs.  .Some  of  his  ujipoiienl.s  hud 
deelari'd  in  derision  that  Lincoln  wore 
cighli-cn-inch  ImoLs.  His  frieniLs  thought 
tlial  big  feci  would  not  hurt  him  as 
a candidate,  and  I was  deligbtcd  to  see 
in  niy  camera  that  his  feel  slioweil  up 
large.  The  picture  would  he  true  to 
life  for  Ijotli  sides  in  the  campaign. 
I was  eviilcntly  taking  too  much  time  in 
getting  re-idy.  Mr.  Lincoln  lumesi  lo 
see  wliut  was  the  iiuiller.  I asked  liim 
to  liuhl  tiuil  [>ositio(i  just  a moment — 
□»'  pieture  was  done, 

"That  negative  was  uses)  during  llic 
CMiiipnigii  ill  this  way:  I arrange<J  it  in 
a window  so  the  sun's  rays  would  llihiw 
the  picture  on  a large  cloth.  Then  u man 
with  a brush  |miiiled  in  the  lines.  Appro- 
priate lettering  was  put  on  the  elolli  and 
the  IliiLshod  article  was  hung  in  front  of 
the  iinvling  place  as  an  illastraled  poster. 
I helped  lo  make  such  posters  for  .several 
of  the  Lincoln  meetings  in  IStiO." 
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
